BRAZILIAN CALL AND FREQUENCY ALLOCATIONS 
By Ronaid F, Schatz 

The deep South American countries are unlted by « radio agreement strikingly similar to our own HIABL. Of 
the five participating nations (Argentine, Brezil, Chile, Paraguay, and Uruguay), Brazil is singled out as having 
the seoond largest number of BCE stations in the world (nearly 1000) and the only country of the five with separ. 
ate frequencies reserved solely for low-powered stations, which compirse themjority of brosdeasters in the coun- 
trys 

The "Internetionsi™ frequencies allocated te Brazil are 600, 700, 720, 740, 800, 360, 880, 940, 980, 1000, 
TO4O, 1100, 1180, 1220 and 1280, It is interesting to note that all these frequencias can be divided by 201 
Meximum power ie 50 kwe, end the general rule is usually (but not alweys) one station per frequency. 

Brezilian "graveyarders"' usually oceupy the 13 frequencies reserved for them, but there are many exceptions, 
The frequenetes are 820, 1460, 1490 and 1510 through 1600 kc/s. Powers are 100, 250 or 1000 witts, sometimes 
differing dey and night, Almost all of thesa stations are located in the southern-meat part of Brazil.
